) Enzland. This Piece was writtes 
by my worthy old Friend, Sir Zohn 
Hawles, and publifhed at the latter 
End of King Charles the fecond’s Reign, when criminal 
Profecutions abounded, and many Arts were practiied to 
obtain uxjuft Verdias, by corrupting and browbeating 
Furies. It is now re-priated, as the Editor acquaints 
us, to expole the wicked Atrempts of fome /ate Writers, 
who have not been afhamed to revive the Doétrines and 
Maxims of thofe Times. I cannot therefore oolige my 
Readers with a more inftruétive Enter‘ainment at th's 
Time, than by giving them fome Extracts from that ex- 
cellent little Treatife. 

The Barriffer having acquainted his C/ient, the Fury- 
man, with the Antiguvity and excellent Defign of Juries, 
proceeds to inftruét Him, according to his Requefl, m 
the Nature of their Office and Power by Law. 





Barr. Shall gladly complv with fo reafonable and juft 
a Requeft. * 4 Fury of twelve Men are by 
our Laws the only proper Judges of the Matter in Ifjue be- 
Sore them. As for Inftance, 

1. That Teltimony, which is delivered to induce a 
Jury to believe, or not to believe the Matter of Fact in 
Iffue, is called in Law EVIDENCE, becaufe thereby 
the Jury may out of mary Matters of Fatt, evidere 
veritatem; That is, fee clearly the Truth, of which they 
are proper Judges. 

As dys is fworn, Deed read, or offer’d 
whether it fhould be believed or not, or whether it be 
true or falfe in point of Fatt, the Jurors are proper 
Judges. 

3. Whether fuch an Aét was done in fuch or fuch a 
Manier, or to fuch or fuch an Intent, the Furors are 
Judges ; for :he Court is not Judge of thefe Matters, 
which are Evidence to prove or difprove the Thing in 
Ifue ; and therefore the Witreies are always orderec 
to dire their Speech to the Fury, they being the proper 
Judges of their Teitimony. And in all Pleas of the 
Crown (or Matters crimina/) the Prifoner is faid to put 
bimfelf for Trial upon bis Country, which is explained 


and referred by the Clerk of the Court, to be meant of 


the Fury, fayingto them, which Country vcu are. 

Furym. Well then, what is the Part of the King’s 
Fuftices, or the Court? What are they to take cogni- 
zance of, or do, in the Trials of Mens Lives, Liberties, 
and Properties? 

Barr. Their Office in general is to do equal Fuftice 
and Right ; particularly, 

1. To fee that the Yury le regularly returned and 
duly fooorn. 

2. ‘To fee that the Prifoner (in Cafes wheve ’tis per- 
tmittable) be allowed his Jawful Challenges. 

3. Toadvile by Law, whether fuch Matter mzy be 
given in Evidence or not, fuch a Writing read or not, or 
fuch a Man admiited tobe a Witnefs, Ec. 

4. Becanfe by their Learning aed Experience they 
are prefumed to be belt qualified to ask pertinent Que- 
ftions, and in the moft perfpicuons Manner foonelt to 
fift out Treth from amongit tedious impertinent Cir- 
cumftances and Tuutologies; They therefore co:nmonly 
examine the Watneffer in the Court, yet not excluding the 
Fury, who of Right may, and, where tiey fee Caufe, 
ought to ask them any neceffary Queflions; which un- 
doubtedly they may lawfully do with Modefly and Dit 
cretion, without degging any /:aves for if asking leave 
be neceflary, it implies in the Court a Right when they 
litt to deny it; and how then fhall the Yzry know the 
Truth? And fince we fee that Cozncil, who too often 
(——— Pudet bec opprobria nobis) for their Fees frive 
only to baffle Witneffes, and itifle Truth, take upon 
them daily to interrogate the Evidence, tis abfurd to 
think that the Yurors fhould not have the /ame Privilege, 
who are upon their Ozth:, and proper Judges of the 
Mutter. 

5. Asa difcreet and lawful Affiflant to the fury, 
t they do often recapitul:te and fum up the Heads of the

and Duty of Juxors, ty the Law of 


Evidence; but the Furors are ftill to confider whether it 
be done truly, faithfully, and impartially ; for one Man’ 
Memory may fooner tai] than Jwe/ve’s. He miv like 
wile ftate the Lew to them; That is, deliver his Opv- 
nion where the Cale is difficult, or they defire it. But 
fi-ce ex facto jus oritur, all Matter of Lazw zrifes out of 
Mutter of Fact, fo that till the Fad is tet:ied, there is 
no room for Law; therefore all fucn Discouries of a 
Judge toa Furyare, or ought to be hyp theticcl, noi 
corrcives conditional, and not fofitive. vz If you find 
the F-& thas or tus, (*l leaving the Fury at liberty .o 
find asthey fee cauie) then you are to find fr toe Plaint fF 
But if you find the Fa& thus or thus, then you are to find 
for the Defendant, or the like, Guilty, or not. Cuilty, in 
Cates criminal. 

Laftly, They are to tzke the Verdi of the Fury, and 
thereupon to give Judgment according to Law; for 
the Office of a Fudge (as Coke well obferves) is jus di 
cere, mot jvs dare} wot to make any Laws by Strains of 
Wit, or torced Inverpretations ; but plainly and impar- 
tially to declare the Law «slready eftehlifhed. Nor can 
they refufe to accept the Fury’s Verd:@, when agreed ; 
for if they fhould, and force the Fury to return, and any 
of them fhould mifcarry for want of Accommodation, it 
would undoubtedly be Afurder; and in fuch Cafe the 
Fury may without Crime force their Liberty, becaufe 
they are illega'ly confined, having given in their Verdi@, 
and there!y honeflly difcharged their Office, and are not 
to be itarved for any Man’s Pleafure. 

Furym. But I have been told, That a Yury is only 
Judge of naked Mutter of Fa, and are not at ail to take 
upon them to meddle with, or regard Mutter of Law, 
but leave it wholly to the Court. 

Barr. *Tis moit true, Furors are Judges of Matters 
of Fa& ; That is their proper Province. ‘heir chief Bu- 
finefs ; but yet not excluding the Coafideration of Mat 
ter of Law, as it ariies out of, or is complicated with, 
and influences the Fud 3 for to fay, they are not at ail to 
meddle with, or have refpect to Law in giving their Ver- 
di&s, is not only a falfe Pofition, and contradi&ted by 
every Day's Expericnce; but alfo a very dangerous and 
pernicious one, ten’ing to defeat the principal End of the 
Inftitation of Furies, and fo fubsily io ander mine That, 
which was too ftreng to be dctter’d down. 

1. It is falfe + for though the Direétion, as to Matter 
of Law ‘eparat.ly, may velong to the Fudee, and the find- 
lag the Matter of Fad does peculiarly belong to the Fury ; 
yet maft your Fury alfo apply Matter of Fa and Law 
together 3 anc from their Confideration of, and a right 
Judgment upon deth, bring forth their Verdi@ ; for do 
we not fee in molt general Iffues, as upon ot Guilty 
pleided in Treipafs, Breach of the Peace, or Felony, 
though it be Mutter in Law whether the Party be a 
Trefpafier, a Breaker of the Peace, or a Felon; yet the 
Yury do not find the Fa? of the Ca‘e by itfelf, leaving 
the Law to the Covrt; but find the Party eui/ty, or nit 
guilty generally ? So as though they anfwer wot to the 
Queltion fingly, what is Law, yet they determine the 
Law in all Matters, where [fue is joined. So likewife 
is it not every Day's Praétice, that when Perfons are in- 
difted for Murder, the Fury does not only find them 
guilty, Or not guilty, but many times, upon hearing and 
weighing of Circumitances, brings them in, either gui/ty 
of Murther, Manflaughter, per Infortunitas, or fe defen 
dendo, as they fee Caufe. Now do they not herein com- 
plicately refolve both Law and Fuct ? And to what End 
is it, that when any Perfon is profecuted upon any Sra- 
tute, the Statute it {eli is ufuaily read to the Surers, 
but only that they may jvdge, whether or no the Mat- 
ter be qwitdin thut Statute ? But to put the Bufinefs oat 
of doubt, we have the Suffiage of thot Oracle of Law, 
Lirtieton, who in his Tenures, Sect. 368. declares, 
that ifaJury will take upon them the knowledze of the 
Law upon the Matter, they mays which is agreed to 
likewife by Cok, in his Comment thereupon. And 
therefore it is fa/je to fay, That the Fury hath not Pow- 
er, or doth not ufe frequently to apply the Fe to the 
Law; and thence taking their Meafares, judge of, and de- 
termine the Crime, or /ffue, by their Verdia. 

2. As Furics have ever been vefted with fuch Power 
by Law, fo to exclude them from, or diffeize them of 
the fame, were utterly to defeat the End of their Inflitu- 
tion ; for then if a Perfon fhould be inditted for doing 
any common ismocent A&, if it be but clothed and dif 
guifed in the /xdi@ment with the Name of Treafon, or 
fome other high Crime, and proved by Witnefies to have 
been dove by him s the Fury, though fatisied in Con- 








fcience that the Fa is not any /uch Offence, as it is cal- 
led, yet becaule (according to this fond Opinion) they 
have no Power to judge of Law, and the Fa charged is 
iully pr-wed, they fhould at this rate be bound to find 
him gwi/ty ; and being fo found, the Judge may pro- 
nounce Sentence againtt him ; for he finds him a conoifed 
Traytor, Fc. by his Peers. And thus as acertain Phyfi- 
cian boatted, that he had &:/¢d one of his Patient: with 
the Left Methed in the Wolds fo here fhould we have an 
innocent Man hang’d, drawn and quartered, and all ac- 
cording to Law. 

Jurym. God forbid that any fuch thing fhould be 
practiled ! and indeed I do not very well underftand you. 

Barr. I do not fay it ever bath deen, and I hope it 
never will te prattifed ; but This I will fay, that, ac- 
cording to this Doétrine, it may be; and confequently 
Fries may thereby be rendred rather a Snare or En- 
gine of Opprefion, than any Advantage or Guardian of 
our legal Liberties againft orbitrary injuftices and made 
mere Properties, to do the Drudgery, and bear the Blame 
of unreafonable Profecutions; and fince you feem fo dull 
as not (o perceive it, Jet us put an imaginary Cafe, not 
in the leat to abet any Irreverence towards his Mujefty, 
but only to expliin the Thing, and fhew the Abfurd- 
nefs of this Opinion Suppofe then a Man fhould be 
ind:€ted. for that he as a falje Traytor, not having the Fear 
of God before bis Eyes, &c. did traiteroufly, prefu» ptu- 
oufly, againft bis Allegiance, and with an Intent 10 af- 
Sront bis Majefty’s Perfon and Government, pafi by fuch 
or futh a Roya! Statue, or Effigies, with his Hat on 
bis Head. to the ereat Contempt of bis Majefty cnd bis 
Authority, the evil Example of others, azainfi the Peate, 
and bis Majeflys Crown and Dignity. Being hereupon 
arraigned, and having pleaded not Guilty, {uppote that 
fufficient Evidence fhould {wear the Matter of Fa@ laid 
in the Indiétmen:, viz. that be aid pafi /y the SraYues 
or Pidure, with bis Het ons now igagine your elf 
one of the Plats that were fworn to try nim; what 
would you do in the Matter ? 

Jury. Do? Why I thould be fatisfy’d in my Con- 
{cience, that the Man had not herein commi:ted any 
Crime, and fo I would bring him in rot eni/ty. 

Barr. You {peak as any honeit Man “ould do; but 
I hope you have not forget the Peixt we were upon. 
Suppofe therefore, whea you thought to do thus, the 
Courts or one of your Brethren, Should take you up and 
tell you. that it twas out of your Power fo tr do; for 
lok ye (fuith he) my Maffers! we Jurymen are only to 
find Matter of Ft, which being fully proved, as in this 
Cafe before us it is. we muff find the Party guilty. Whe- 
ther the Thing be Tyesfom or net, does not Lelomz to us to 
ing: ire. It is faid fo bere, you fee, in the Indifment ; 
and Jet the Court look re Thats they know defhs we are 
mit Fudger of Law + Shall we meddle with Nicetie: and 
Punilia’s, and go contrary to the DireBions of the Court? 
So perbaps we fball bring our felves into a Premunire 
(as they fay) and perbaps never be fuffered to be Jury- 
men again. No, no, the Matter of Fad, you fee, ‘is 
proved, and That is cur Bufine/s. We muff go wi cording 
ta cur Evidences we cannot do le/s. lruly it is fomething 
hard, and I pity the poor Mans but we cannot belo it, 
After thefe notable Documents, what would you do 
now ? 

Furym. I fhould not tell what to fay to it; for I 
have heard feveral ancient Jurymen {peak to the very 
fame Effeét, and thought they talke! very wily. 

Barr. Well then, would you confent to bring in the 
Man guilty ? 

FJurym. Croly I fhould be fomewhat unwilling to do 
its bet I don’t fee which Way St can be avcided, bag 
that he mult be found guz/y of the Fo&. 





B.rr. God keep every honeft Body from such FJury- 
men. Have you no more Regard to your Our.) ? to your 
Confiience ? to “Fuffice ? to the Life of a Man? ; 

Fury. Hold! hoid! perhaps we would not bring him 


in ew /ty generally, but only ewilty of the Fad, finding 
no mare but guilty of pafing by the Statue with bis 
Hat on. ° 

Barr. This but poorly mends the Matter, and fig- 
nifics little or nothing ; for fuch a findi-g hath gene- 
rally been refufed by the Court, as being wo Verdit ; 
though it is fid it was lately allowed fomewhere in @ 
Cafe thit required Favour. Bat {uppofe it were accents 
ed, what do you intend fhould become of the Py ijener 
Muft not he be kept in Prifom cil] all the Judges ase 
at leifure and willing to meet ahd argue the Bulinefs? 
Ought you not, and what Reafon can you give why you 





frould not abfolutely acquit and difcharge him? Nay, I 
do aver, you are bougd by your Oaths to do it, by 
fiving with your Meuths to the Court, what your Con- 
fciemees cannot but di€tste to your felves, not Guilty ; 
for pray confider, are you not fworn, that you will 
wet! and truly try, and true Deliverance make? There 
is nore of this Story of Matter of Fad diftinguifh'd 
from Law in your Ouh. But you are, wel/, that is, 
fully and truly, that is. Zmparsially, to try the Prifoner ; 
fo that if, upon your Coniciences, and the beft of your 
Underitsnding by what is proved aga'nft him, you find 
he is guiltv of that Crime, wherewith he ftands charged, 
that is, delerving Dewth, or fach other Punif>ment as 
the Juaw inflléts upon an Offence fo denominated ; then 
you are 10 ley, he is gwi/ty; but if you are not fatisfed, 
that either the 4% he has committed was Jreafon, or 
other Crime, (though it be never fo often called fo) or 
that the 4a itfelf, if it were {0 criminal, was not dene i 
then what remtins but that you are to a¢guit him ?
